Cross-examined by Mr, McPherson, wit- 
ness said he operated In South Ontarlo, 
West Bigin and West Huron for the Liberal 
candidates, He spent In all about $50 dur- 
Ing the contest. His evidence was a con- 
tradiction to that of Shiedel, Hughes, Sny- 
der and McBride in many particulars. 

“Don’t know Allan R. Shantz; recelved a 
letter from one so nimed, but 1 repudiate 


all knowledge and connection with him, I 


know “absolutely nothing about him. I 
hever recelyed a note froin Whildfong in be- 
half of Shantz." 

Mr. McPherson opened argument as to 
the agency of Lewis and Bossard, He 
claimed tat Bossard was an agent, as Is 
evident from the fact that he Was a dele- 
gate to the convention. and by a standing 
vote therent was Pledged to support the 
nominee of the Reform party. As to Lewls, 

t Is acknowledged that he was Sent here 
for the express purpose of assisting In the 
elections, and was under orders from Vance 
and Smith, We pointed ont that John 
Shiedel, acting under erders from Vance, 
Was a partner of Tewis. 

Mr. Aylesworth submitted that owing to 
Bossard’s license only having been extend- 
ed three months accounted for the part he 
took In behalf af the Reform candidate, 
He dlselaimed the agency of Bossard, 2 man 
Nied with the opposite 


party. His conduct showed throughout 
that he was no friend of the party. Other 
than being at the convention {it has not 


been established that he was an 
the Reform party. 
now avwaltts decision. 

The donble-crossed ballots were next tak- 
en up. There was some sharp cross-firing 
hetween counsel resnecting the admissibil- 
ity and legality of calling and examining wit- 
nesses as to how they voted, and what 
nuirks they put on ballots. Mr. Aylesworth 
Was strongly of the opinion that this was 
not permissible. The judges, however, al- 
sowed Mr. McPherson to enll his witnesses. 
There are some 27 ballots double-crossed. 
and ench voter, as he tonk the stand. swore 
he only made one ersss, and that was on- 
posife the name of Yr, Teekner. fle Con- 
servative candidate. Mr. Aylesworth 
refused to cross-examine any of these wit- 
nesses, A majority of those hallote sn 
donbie-crossel were in poll No. 8 where 
Wildfong wrs deputy refnrning officer.
